Chicago, Oct. 20.— The dedicatory 
ceremonies of the World'* Columbian 
exposition were inaugurated Wednes- 
day, beginning with the reception and 
entertalntnont of distinguished visitors 
by the various committees on their ar- 
rival in the city, and followed in the 
evening by the formal inaugural n 
tton by the citizens of Chicago to the 
guests of honor. 

A pleasant, prelude was the "Colunv 
bus Day" celebration Wednesday after- 
noon by thousands of school children 
throughout the city. 




LOTTO'S COLUMBUS. 

For three days Chicago Is to be given 
over to pageantry and pleasure, and the 
indications are that the attending cere- 
monies, formal and informal, off 
and social, will be witnessed by nearly 
half a million people from abroad. 
Elaborate arrangements have been 
made to give the ceremonies of dedica- 
tion that official character which should 
attend an enterprise of such interna- 
tional and representative importance, 
and the World's fair city Is attired in 
costume of many colors, from every im- 
portant edifice In Chicago, from every 
peak and pinnacle, from every balcony 
and window, are suspended the colors 
that have been invoked for the adorn- 
ment of this occasion. The stare and 
stripes naturally predominate, but the 
colors of all nations mingle in produc- 
ing the gTand aggiegate result 

Portraits of Columbus are seen every- 
where, and for the first time since the 
national conventions the familiar fea- 
tures of pollticol leaders are hauled 
down or obscured by the portraits of 
Columbus or Isabella, or Georgo Wash- 
ington. Every train brings hundreds 
of visitors to the World s fair city, and 
many of the most important partici- 
pants in the official ceremonies are al- 
ready on the grounds.

Report of Capt. Hesly to the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

His Ship Evidently Cut Out for Good 
Work Along Alaska.

WAMirsoTON, Oct 2tt— Capt M. A. 
Mealy, V. 8. R. M.. in a lonfi* report to 
the secretary of the treasury, dated 
Cnalaslca, September %\ of the cruise 
of the steamer Hear in north Artie 
waters, says that the station promul- 
gated the order projected at the de- 
partment and succeeded in introducing 
reindeer in Unalaska. 

In giving a detailed account of the 
cruise of the revenue steamer Bear, 
rapt Healy says that the annual visit 
of the vessel to Northern Alaska has 
now become the time for tho adjust- 
ment of the differenc*s of all kinds, the 
starting of new enterprises and the cor- 
rection of various abuses. 

Capt ncaly aays this season has been 
particularly open, and nearly the entire 
whaling* fleet nad gone east of Point 
Darrow when the Bear sailed south. 
The schooner May D. Hume made the 
extraordinary catch of thirty-nine 
whales during the spring. The estab- 
lishment of the refuge station at Point 
Darrow, with Its constant supply 
of provisions, has encouraged whalers 
to go farther north and into more 
profitable places in pursuit of their 
trade, with tho knowledge that in case 
of accident they wUl not bo left to the 
mercy of an arctic winter without food 
or shelter.

This 
possibility of discovery is what a live 
and energetic gentleman from Colom- 
bia. South America, feels certain ho Is 
able to accomplish, and If sue 
crowns his efforts there will be exhib- 
ited at the world's fair a reflec 
telescope of so much greater po 
than anything yet known that In com- 
parison the present big Instruments, 
according to tho Philadelphia Times, 
will bo little less than toy spyglasses. 

Senor Dr. Carlos Alban, of Colombia, 
Is tho wizard who proposes to produce 
all these marvels, and at present the 
doctor la In Washington conferring 
with scientific men and officials as to 
the best mode of procedure. Dr. Alban 
brings with him letters from his own 
government and from prominent 
American and French residents of Bo- 
gota. He has served as procurator 
general of Colombia, and Is well- 
known as a scientist of high standing. 
His plan for a telescope embraces the 
principle of reflecting mirrors with sev- 
eral radical changes from the old 
method*. A new medium Is used. In 
the first place, for the mirrors them- 
selves, and then for focal adjustment, 
instead of the present method of mov- 
ing the eye piece, the mirror itself Is 
moved to obtain the proper adjustment. 
Dr. Alban has already built an Instru- 
ment, twentv-flve Inches In diameter, 
which has been exhibited In New York, 
and which has shown marvelous power. 
An instrument of four yards diameter 
will only weigh two hundred pounds, 
and unless the eminent Inventor has 
made a very great miscalculation will 
I Buch power as to bring the moon 
within one mile of the earth and allow 
observers to finally determine the 
structure and question of the practica- 
bility of life existing on that luminary.
